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1. In view of the fact that all species claims now depend from allowable generic claims, all 
species have. been recombined in this application and an action on claims 1-17 follows. 

2. Claims 7, 9, and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 7, line 2, how is the phrase "propellant charges" intended to relate to the 
previously claimed propellant charges (see claim 5, line 1 1)? If the previously claimed propellant 
charges are intended, this could be claimed as [propellant charges of said discrete propellant 
charges]. In claim 9, line 2; and in claim 14, line 2; how is the phrase "projectile assemblies" 
intended to relate to the previously claimed "a plurality of projectile assemblies" (see claim 5, 
line 11)? 

3. The term "thin" in claim 10 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The 
term "thin" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. The amount of thickness of the cylindrical rear extension 
is uncertain as described by the term "thin". 

Applicant argues that the thickness could be calculated from the barrel outside diameter 
of 20 mm and the combined propelling charge/projectile assembly length of 50mm. In response, 
only some estimate of what the thickness of cylindrical rear extension is could be obtained. 
Further, the term "thin" does not state what amount of thickness would be intended to be claimed 
even if the disclosure explicitly stated the thickness of the cylindrical rear extension. 

4. Claims 1-6, 8, 1 1-13, and 17 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 7, 9-10, and 14-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
